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DETAILED ACTION 

In addition to restriction, applicant is required to choose a specie from the chosen group. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1- 24, drawn to a method of treating, preventing, inhibiting or modulation 
NFkB activation in a cell, classified in class 514, subclass 183. 

II. Claims 25-28, drawn to a method of inducing apoptosis in a cell or making the 
cell susceptible to apoptosis, classified in class 514, subclass 183. 

III. Claim 29, drawn to a method of inhibiting synthesis and proliferation in a cell, 
which comprises contacting the cell with rottlerin, classified in class 514, subclass 
183. 

IV. Claim 30, drawn to a polypeptide sequence, classified in class 514, and subclass 
183. 

V. Claims 31-35 drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising rottlerin and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier, classified in class 524, subclass 193. 

2. Inventions I, and III, IV, V and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the invention 
claimed in group I is drawn to a method of NFkB treatment, inhibition or modulation in a cell, 
while the invention claimed in group 2 is a method for treating disease or disorder. The 
invention claimed in group 3 is a method drawn to cell apoptosis, and the invention in group 4 is 
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drawn to a method a pharmaceutical composition. Lastly, the invention in group V is unrelated 
as it is a polypeptide sequence. 
First Specie Election 

Group I is generic to the following disclosed species: 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Specifically, applicant is required to choose a polyphenols and second 
polyphenols compound, a cancer, an inflammatory disease, the act of the polyphenols 
compound disclosed in claim 20 and 22, and the action of rottlerin as disclosed in claim 24. 
Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species 
that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, 
including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all 
claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Second Specie Election

must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and 
a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 
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that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 . 141 . If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
